FEBRUARY 16, 1943 
| AND THE 
ANNUAL TOWN ELECTION, 
FEBRUARY 18, 1943 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Annual Town 
Meeting and Election duly published and posted as directed, 
the voters met at the Elizabeth Theatre Tuesday, Feb. 16th, 
at 9.00 o’clock A. M. to act upon the articles contained there- 
in:—

At 10:09 o’clock the meeting was called to order by the 
Moderator, Milford R. Lawrence. The hours of the meeting 
were voted to be from the time a quorum was reached to 5:30 
o’clock P. M. with recess for lunch as should be decided later 
by the meeting. At 11:22 o’clock a quorum of town meeting 
members were declared present, the necessary number at this 
meeting being 109.

The Selectmen submit their annual report for the year 
1943. 


The Town at present is in excellent financial condition, 
having reduced its bonded indebtedness in the last ten years. 
We now have outstanding bonds of $35,000, and interest of 
$1,811.25. This amount to be spread over the period of the 
next three years. 


It is our hope that the Town will follow the reeommenda- 
tions of the Board of Selectmen and maintain a pay as you go 
system, setting aside now, certain sums of money for post war 
work. 


We have had several requests for property and road 
bounds this year and have complied with these requests. 


There are some claims and suits against the town that 
are still pending. The Town Counsel will make a more de- 
scriptive report elsewhere in this book. 


The Whittemore case against the town and its Selectmen 
relative to the granting of an exception in a residential dis- 
trict has resulted in a decision in favor of the town, thus end- 
ing ten years of litigation in this matter. 


We again call to your attention the efforts of all depart- 
ments to co-operate and work together for the best interest 
of the town. We wish to thank the various departments for 
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their co-operation and assistance and pledge the future for 
a better town and lower tax rates. 


We suggest at this time that the town start whatever 
action may be necessary to consider a proper War Memorial 
to all those who have served the country in this last war.

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Report of Highway Surveyor 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


I hereby submit for your approval my report for work 
done on the highways for the year 1943. 


The department has again been operating under a severe 
handicap, due to a labor shortage. 


This department has lost several of its experienced help, 
through its inability to pay higher wages and through en- 
listments in the various branches of the armed services. 


We have found it necessary to rebuild with mixed in 
place and seal coat over a mile of Sandwich Road, that had 
broken up after a severe winter and constant use of heavy 
army trucks. 


This road is one of the most heavily used roads in the 
town and constant care will have to be given this road to keep 
it in fairly good shape. The bridge across the Coonamessett 
River on this road is in a weakened condition and must be 
repaired. We are requesting under separate article for the 
repair of this bridge. 


We have painted and repaired considerable fence rails 
and guard rails during the past year, but our appropriation 
would not allow us to complete this work. Several rails and 
fences should be replaced and painted during the coming 
year and all bridges need painting badly. 


All gravel roads have been scraped and graded several 
times during the year and are now in better condition than 
ever before. These roads are constantly used by heavy army 
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trucks and require much more attention and work than in 
previous years. 


It has been necessary to install new catch basins on the 
Sandwich road, to control the surface water caused by heavy 
storms. All other basins in the town have been cleaned and 
kept in first class condition. 


Street signs have been replaced and put in first class con- 
dition as far as possible. There have been more signs dam- 
aged or destroyed than usual and our appropriation has not 
allowed us to do all the work necessary, we request sufficient 
sums of money to continue this most important work. 


We have had three snow and ice storms to combat with 
this past year and with the help of school boys have handled 
the situation satisfactorily. 


We have reopened the old Waquoit road and with the help 
of County and Town funds built a culvert and new road. Con- 
siderable detailed work was necessary to complete this work 
but we now have a good first class road for the use of the peo- 
ple in that district. 


The plant has not been in operation this year. I have 
felt with the uncertainty of obtaining material and a cur- 
tailed budget the best plan would be close it for the season. 


Materials are now available and I think it most advis- 
able to repair this plant and operate it. 


The repair shop has been painted and several alterations 
made so that our equipment and all apparatus are now prop- 
erly housed and cared for. 


I wish to stress the necessity of grading the dirt roads 
and of sealcoating several of the hardened roads. This work 
done now will save the town considerable expense later on. 


In conclusion I wish to say the department is in excellent 
shape. All machines have been kept in first class condition 
and perfect working order.

There was a considerable increase in contagious diseases 
over the previous year but most of them were of a mild 
nature. 
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Samples of milk and cream have been tested according 
to the annual custom and every sample was found to be above 
the legal standard of the State requirements which is Total 
Solids 12%, Fats 3.55%, for ungraded or light cream not less 
than 16%, medium 25%. The reports of all tests are on file 
in the Health Department and may be seen by anyone wish- 
ing to do so. 


Four samples of water have been taken and tested for 
purity. 


Two diphtheria cultures were sent to the state laboratory 
and found to be negative. 


Five permits were given for cleaning cesspools during the 
hours forbidden by the Health regulations. 


Twenty-six dogs have been quarantined for biting dur- 
ing the year for a period of two weeks as required by law. All 
dogs were in good health and showed no symptoms of rabies. 


For the first time the town of Falmouth voted at the an- 
nual town meeting to have municipal garbage and rubbish 
removal and the contract was awarded to Alexander Morin. 


All overnight and recreational camps have been licensed 
and inspected. The sanitation and water supplies have been 
approved by the State Department of Public Health. 


The water of Falmouth Inner Harbor was analyzed three 
times during the year and still found polluted and ordered to 
be kept closed for the taking of shellfish. 


The annual diphtheria immunization clinics were held 
on October 19, November 9, November 30 and December 21, 
under the supervision of the Health Department, School De- 
partment and Falmouth Nursing Association. Fifty-five pre- 
school children and nineteen school children were immunized. 
This makes a total of 2,284 diphtheria immunizations in the 
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clinics since they were started in 1923. Many others have been 
immunized by their own family physicians. 


Every complaint received during the year has been in- 
vestigated and officially acted upon. Again we would like to 
call attention to and urge all people in the town of Falmouth 
to use their influence and co-operate with the town depart- 
ments in keeping the highways and roadsides free from rub- 
bish and offensive matter. All trucks transporting rubbish 
and swill through the streets are required to be properly 
covered. 


All restaurants and stores have been inspected and 
changes made as recommended. Careful examination of all 
eating places has been made, particular attention having 
been given to utensils, and found to be in good sanitary con- 
dition. This examination was under the direction of Federal, 
State and Town authorities. 


All culture and Wasserman tubes, also serums and vac- 
cines are kept on hand at all times and are given to physi- 
cians as requested. 


We would like to take this opportunity to thank the phy- 
sicians of the town, Dr. Julius Kelley of the Barnstable Coun- 
ty Sanatorium, Falmouth Nursing Association, School De- 
partment and any other co-operating agencies for their as- 
sistance during the year.

Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the annual report of the Ambul- 
ance Committee of the Town of Falmouth. Chief William Ise 
Denham, acting chairman, Dr. T. A. Wiswall, Dr. Harold Hunt, 
Deputy Chief George Ferris, Marian L. Dodge, secretary, for 
the year ending December 31, 1943. 


; The Committee sincerely regrets the resignation of Miss 
E. Gloria Peters—Miss Marian Dodge was appointed to fill 
the vacancy. 


The ambulance made 196 trips, covering 10,904 miles— 
889 gallons of gasoline and 30 quarts of oil were used. This 
is as accurate an estimate as possible because the speedomet- 
er has been out of order for some time and has had to be sent 
away for repairs. 186 residents and 10 non-residents were 
transported. Fourteen patients were transported for Public 
Welfare Dept. and eleven for Police Dept.

It was felt by the Committee that the present Ambulance 
had passed its maximum of efficiency and was causing large 
repair bills. Therefore, at the last meeting on December 28th, 
the Committee voted to recommend to the Finance Commit- 
tee that a new ambulance be purchased during 1944 and the 
old machine be turned in for credit. Chief Denham was in- 
structed to contact Mr. Joseph Hall to get the necessary in- 
formation on an ambulance with a Buick chassis.

Trees were trimmed on East Main Street and through the 
Main Street by the Bartlett Tree Co. on account of the town 
having inadequate equipment and lack of men to do the job 
properly. Other sections of the town were done by the men 
employed by this department.

Your Finance Committee respectfully submits its annual 


report with an itemized list of transfers made from its re- 
serve fund during the year 1943.

Your Committee still finds its reduced reserve fund ade- 
quate for its normal needs, and the Departments have done 
well in keeping within their budget in most cases. 
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Welfare expenses have been lower as they should be in 
times of plentiful employment, and it will probably be the 
experience of the Town that we have arrived at the lowest 
welfare costs which we have any right to expect with the size 
of our Town. 


This year the Finance Committee has tried a new experi- 
ment which it is hoped will prove beneficial in many ways. 
Hitherto, your Committee has had no knowledge of the make- 
up of the various budgets until they were brought in by the 
department heads. This was always at a time when the Com- 
mittee was rushed with its preparation for Town Meeting, 
and as a result, it never could investigate the items of the 
pudget as closely as it wished because of the time element. 
Our meetings, preparatory to making our recommendations 
for Town Meeting, can never begin until about the 10th of 
January, which gives us only a month for our deliberations. 
It can be easily seen, therefore, that the time we spend on 
each budget or article is limited. To take care of this diffi- 
culty, the Committee has delegated Sub-committees of two 
men each from its personnel to confer with the department 
heads having the larger budgets with a two-fold purpose: 
first, to become better acquainted with the needs of the par- 
ticular department and to make inspections, if necessary, of 
the equipment and facilities as well as the work of the de- 
partment for the consideration of the whole Committee. Sec- 
ond, to make suggestions to the department head in the pre- 
paration of his budget which would make the budget clearer 
and more acceptable to the Committee as a whole which does 
not have the opportunity for long study and familiarity with 
the subject which is an open book to the department head. 


The departments who have been attended by the Sub- 
committee have, in every case, endorsed the idea, and it is 
hoped that it will work out to everyone’s advantage. 


Another year of war has brought home to everyone of us 
the increased burden of taxation and the increased cost of 
living in general. It is therefore with greater determination 
than ever, that your Committee desires to cut down the ex- 
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pense of running the town. In these days when new machin- 
ery, equipment and most materials are difficult or impossible 
to get, and when labor is so closely involved in war effort, it 
is increasingly necessary to keep our Town machinery at a 
bare maintenance level and to prepare for improvements and 
better maintenance after the war by setting aside a fund for 
that purpose, which would certainly seem to be good business. 


To do this, it has been suggested, that the Town purchase 
War Bonds which would not only help our country in its 
struggle but also return us a higher amount of interest than 
we pay for Town borrowing. Some of these bonds pay 214%, 
and it is your Committee’s understanding that the Town in 
the past has borrowed money at the rate of % of 1%. We 
understand that an article with the purpose of purchasing 
bonds for rehabilitation purposes has been inserted in the 
warrant, and we see no present reason for not heartily en- 
corsing it, both as a patriotic act and from a sound economic 
standpoint. 


Your Finance Committee again urges you to support them 
with your vote at the Town Meeting in every case in which 
you possibly can. _We do not claim to be infallible, but we 
spend a good deal of time in consideration of Town affairs 
throughout the year and in particular in consideration, of the 
budget, and we are always grasping any opportunity we can 
for constructive saving, having in mind the best welfare of 
the Town.

During the past year on our forest land, there has been 
comparatively small damage; due as stated in my last report 
to precautions taken to prevent fire, such as, Patrol Cars, 
Standbys at Stations and (organized) Junior Firemen and 
the co-operation of the Department of Conservation. 


We have had Patrol Cars with extra men out 32 days, 
which we regarded as dangerous days, and have covered 2,972 
miles. This report is a great help, if only educational. 
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I want to thank the peopie of this Town, who use incin- 
erators and are careful about using them. But there are a 
great many incinerators which are unsafe to use, and in the 
Spring and Fall cause a great many fires (grass). I intend 
if possible to have each incinerator inspected. This is the only 
way to make everything as safe as possible. 


Permit fires are very well taken care of and in only a few 
cases they were a bit careless. 


Our Radio System is of great help in both House and 
Forest fires, and saves a great amount of precious time. 


We have received an order from the Department of Con- 
servation that the Radio equipment throughout the State will 
have to be changed to a new wave length, and this means: an 
expenditure of quite a sum of money, but Radio is a part of 
the Department as much, or more than apparatus. 


We have done quite an amount of burning this year; but 
conditions in the early Spring prevented us from doing more, 
also, the State regulations prevent burning of any kind dur- 
ing April and May. 


In April the County Commissioners located the Brush 
Breaker owned by the County at Headquarters, which is under 
the Forest Warden’s supervision. This piece of apparatus is 
of great help to fighting large forest fires, and needs only a 
small crew to operate same. 

Apparatus and men have responded to calls for help from 
Mashpee on June 5, 6, 7, and 8th, which were paid for by the 
Town of Mashpee. Also have attended about 6 out of town 
calls from other towns. 

Have had good co-operation from the State Forestry De- 
partment, through E. Ormand Dottridge, District Forest Fire 
Warden in every way possible. 


Any other information desired relative to this Depart- 
ment will be gladly given.

Inspection of Business Districts 


There have been 1,363 inspections made during 1943. I 
have issued three (3) notices to abate a fire menace, two (2) 
were for violation of Chapter 148, Section 22 (illegal storage 
of Gasoline), one (1) for violation of Chapter 148, Section 23 
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(using Acetylene Torch in a room not separated from the re- 
mainder of a garage). All three violations were promptly cor- 
rected and no further action was necessary. There may have 
been times when a few individuals may have thought that the 
Fire Laws had been a little too strict in their case, but, if they 
will stop and think it over a little, they will agree that I had 
their own personal welfare in mind as well as the welfare of 
others. The best way to put out a fire is to stop it from start- 
ing in the first place. If this thought is kept in mind, it may 
save a lot of unnecessary unhappiness and hardships. Ninety- 
nine percent of all fires are caused by carelessness. Let’s try 
not to be careless. 


At the present writing we have let Uncle Sam borrow the 
following boys for the duration. All have been members of 
the Junior Callmen. When things are over we want them back 
as we need them.

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REPORT OF FIRE ALARM DIVISION 


To: Acting Chief William H. Denham 
Falmouth Fire Department 
Falmouth, ‘Mass. 


Sir: 


In compliance with departmental orders, I hereby submit 
my annual report in connection with the Fire Alarm main- 
. tenance for which I am responsible. 


The Fire Alarm System is in very good working order. I 
have had the usual amount of trouble caused by wind, snow 
storms, and high tension wires, etc., coming in contact with 
the Fire Alarm wires. 


I have had considerable amount of trouble with the sec- 
tion between Box 144 and Box 16 at Falmouth Heights with 
the circuit opening up due to corrosion entering into the 
joints, Splices, etc. I recommend that this section be rebuilt 
where needed, and steps be taken to prevent this corrosive 
action from entering the wire and equipment as much as pos- 
sible. 


I have made the usual amount of change overs to new 
poles that have been set by the Cape and Vineyard during the 
past year. 


2, Zhe shell, housing Box 26 on Main Street had to be re- 
placed as it was damaged beyond repair by an Army Truck 
backing into it, causing the alarm to be sounded. 


I have installed a new Gamewell Three-Fold fire alarm 
box in the place of the old Box 23 on Palmer Avenue. I have 
also asked for three new fire alarm boxes in my budget to re- 
place the old type boxes that are now in service. 


Mr. Bridges of the Gamewell Company has been to Fal- 
mouth to make corrosive tests at various points on the fire 
alarm system. He also left samples of different types of ma-

terial used in fire alarm equipment. which I have installed on 
cne of the poles at Falmouth Heights for a weather test. 


The underground cable connecting to the fire alarm box 
at the Terrace Gables Hotel has been replaced with a lead 
cable running through steel conduit pipe, and should last in- 
definitely; the old cable that was put in about twenty years 
ago had become grounded due to moisture entering the con- 
duit that had rusted out. 


I have assisted the Fire Underwriters in making tests on 
the alarm systems connecting to the various sprinkler sys- 
tems in town. 


I wish to thank Major Ray D. Wells and Albert B. Mullen, 
C. R. E., for the help they have given me in connection with 
the fire alarm system. I have had to call on them from time 
to time for information and I appreciate what they have done 
for me. 


The I. C. S. batteries and rectifiers have proven to be 
money well spent and are a great improvement over the gen- 
erators formerly used to supply the power to the fire alarm 
system. 


Due to the shortage of help last year, I was unable to do 
any of the tree trimming on the fire alarm loops, so I am ask- 
ing for the same amount this year in the budget to carry out 
this work. 


I have painted some of the fire alarm boxes, and suggest 
that all boxes be painted this coming year, so I have asked for 
money to do it with in the budget. 


I understand that the Department of Conservation is 
going to change to a frequency of 31,340 ke, in order to get 
away from the State Police and other outside interference 
that has been bothering us on our present frequency 35,940 ke. 
This will be a very good move as the proposed frequency 
should be free of interference,and we should be able to work 
our radio without having to have our signal being broken down 
for as much as ten minutes at a time as has been the case in 
the past. 
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Also, the State is going to change over all their radios to 
“Frequency Modulation” which is the latest thing out in radio. 


They have advised us to change our radios over, either 
by converting or by buying new radios. 


I would suggest that the Town purchase new equipment, 
as the sets that we have are of the old super regenerative type 
and the cost would be too great to convert them. 


We have two Motorola mobile units that are two years 
old and all we would have to convert would be the transmit- 
ters, as the receivers are suitable for F. M. 


I would suggest that we buy a new transmitter and re- 
ceiver for headquarters and four mobile units to replace those 
in Cars 11, 12, 13, and Engine 5, and use the two Motorola 
radios in the forest fire trucks. 


The Fire Towers are an important link in the control of 
forest fires and where we depend on them for communication 
while working at such fires I think we should give this matter 
careful consideration. 


The traffic lights at the Quissett four corners are work- 
ing satisfactorily and have been painted, and new points were 
installed in the flasher. 


I have assisted the different departments of the Town 
from time to time in an electrical capacity, and have rendered 
assistance to the U. S. O. when called upon. 


I would like to add to this report that I have tried my best 
to take over the work in a satisfactory manner, and hope I 
have satisfied the department with the work I am doing con- 
nected with the Fire Alarm System in the absence of Captain 
Albert B. Mullen.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


The report of the Fire Department for the year 1943 is 
herewith presented. } 


This year there have been a great many activities in the 
department and some headaches. The man power situation 
has been very bad, but we have tried to keep up to the proper 
standard as regards to men, etc. We have had two resigna- 
tions from the department and one man is in the armed 
forces. We now have four permanent men in the armed serv- 
ices and 53 callmen. 


It is almost impossible to get Civil Service men for the 
department at this time, so we have had to hire men which 
have had to be trained. We have had considerable sickness 
during the past year, and one man is asking for retirement. 


The Junior Callmen are of a great help, as they are well 
trained and efficient.. They respond to both House and Forest 
fires and this is appreciated because of the shortage of men. 


The vacancy in the Board of Engineers was filled by the 
Board of Selectmen on May Ist, 1943 by the appointment of 
Howard B. Lowell as a member of the Board. 


The Fire Department is co-operating with the Civilian 
Defense Officials in every way and we are doing everything 
possible to help them carry on. 


Relative to fire losses for 1943, the number of fires, 123, 
the actual loss (insured and uninsured) was $40,547.91. The 
loss not covered by insurance was $13,742.91. The property 
value was $470,494.00 (Buildings and Contents). 


We have had five fires with a loss of $2,800 or more. They 
are as follows: Charles Abbott cabanas, the Coonamessett Air- 
port, John R. Augusta house, Teaticket, Buzzards Bay Gas Co., 
and the Samuel Dean house. 
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We have had 26 false or needless alarms and one second 
alarm. 


As a result of Civil Service examinations the Board of En- 
gineers have appointed three Lieutenants and one Acting 
Captain. 


Our Chaplain, Rev. John J. Kelly as usual invited all fire- 
men to attend services on Firemen’s Memorial Sunday at St. 
Patrick’s Church on June 13th. We had a good attendance 
but missed the boys in the armed forces, as there are quite a 
number in the Department that are away for that purpose. 
The firemen as usual had a communion breakfast at the Par- 
ish House and later visited the graves and placed flowers on 
deceased firemen, also a brief prayer was said at each grave. 
I will say again as of my last report that in my mind it is a 
very appropriate thing to do for our departed brothers. 


We have had a drill school in every station and all hose 
in the department has been tested. 


Our Fire Prevention Department has been a great help 
as the duties of the officer in charge, Captain M. R. C. Mac- 
Whinnie includes inspection of property, inspection of oil 
burners, and oil storage; and many more duties which go with 
this department. 


The First Aid Men of the department have responded with 
the Ambulance to five drowning cases, in all cases the Inhal- 
ator was used and three were revived. 


Relative to purchasing equipment, supplies and the hose 
situation is as bad as in 1942. But things look brighter for the 
coming year. 


Each year the use of Radio in the Department demon- 
strates in itself, the real need of same. Every fire is attended 
by a Radio car which is of great help if more apparatus or 
help is needed. In fact, Radio is one important piece of 
equipment in the Fire Department. 
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Some of the needless alarms were caused by faulty sprink- 
lers which were unavoidable. Other fires were of a long dura- 
tion causing a larger money consideration. 


The Board of Fire Engineers as now constituted, make a 
very efficient body and very active in the welfare of the de- 
partment. 


I again wish to thank all the members of the Department 
for their co-operation and the extra work done by each one. 
These times, as far as man power is concerned is pretty un- 
certain and every extra work done helps.

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Report of School Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


During the year the School Committee has held twelve 
regular and two special meetings. A detailed financial report 
of the department will be found in the Superintendent’s re- 
port. The Committee wishes to call the attention of the vot- 
ers to the fact that although the total budget expenditure 
for 1943 was $181,283.29, refunds to the amount of $19,094.95 
made the Net Cost to the town $162,188.34. 


More than a year ago a decision of the Regional Office of 
the War Production Board made it necessary for the School 
Department to convert all oil burning boilers to coal. The 
conversion proved to be a long, expensive undertaking, and 
brought with it further complications. At Woods Hole, from 
conversion to date, eight different janitors have been em- 
ployed. At the Village, provision had to be made for coal 
storage and ash removal. The Committee is happy to report 
that conversion has been completed and that fuel supplies 
are either on hand or contracted for. 


In the interests of conserving fuel, the spring vacation 
was advanced from the middle of April to the first of March 
so that school buildings might be closed during the very cold 
weather. 


Again the nation wide rationing program necessitated the 
closing of all schools as follows: 
Ration Book Two—February 22-26. 
Ration Book Four—November 27-29. 


Teachers and citizens cooperated, as before, to carry this 
program through successfully. 
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Mr. William Howard, for ten years Supervisor of Music in 
the Falmouth Schools, resigned at the close of school in June, 
and passed away July 19, 1943. 


Mr. James Boyatt, for nine years janitor of the Hall 
School, was retired on account of disability during the school 
year. 


Since the opening of school last September twelve boys 
from the senior class and two boys from the junior class have 
left high school to enter the Service. 


The Committee wishes to express its appreciation to the 
Finance Committee, and other town officials for their coop- 
eration and assistance throughout the year.

Librarian’s Report - 1943 


The library schedule, during the first three months of the 
year, was rather disrupted, owing to inadequate heat. Our 
hours were from 1-6, January through March. When oil heat 
was no longer obtainable, two stoves were placed in the 
library, one in the Children’s Room and the other in the Read- 
ing Room. Beginning the first of April we resumed our regu- 
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lar hours again, 1:30-6:00 and 7:00-8:30 week days. July and 
August the library was open three additional hours, Wednes- 
day and Saturday mornings from 10:30-12:00. The summer 
morning hours meet with great approval by our out of town 
visitors, and they will be continued in the coming year. 


The local chapter of the American Red Cross, Surgical 
Dressings Class, met in the Chlidren’s Room every Thursday 
afternoon during the winter. As soon as the weather permit- 
ted they moved to the Community Center building where now 
they have permanent quarters. The library was glad to be of 
service to this fine organization. 


The East Falmouth Branch, which Mrs. Dora K. Harris 
has been in charge of, has been closed since the first of July. 
Mrs. Harris conducted story hours twice a week when school 
was in session and they were met with much enthusiasm. Due 
to the transportation problem it seemed wise to close the 
Branch until further notice, and the time that was spent at 
the Branch Mrs. Harris is now putting in at the Main Library. 


Book Week was celebrated as usual. The young people, 
from the third grade through High School, read the new 
books and wrote reviews on them which were printed in the 
Enterprise. Posters on Egypt made by the sixth grade pupils 
of the East Falmouth School were on display in the Children’s 
Room. Students from High School visited the library during 
the week and received instruction in the use of Reference 
Books and the Catalog. 


In November, Miss E. Louise Jones from the State Divi- 
sion of Public Libraries spent two days at our library helping 
to discard obsolete books. We are most grateful for her as- 
sistance, The non-fiction shelves that were so badly crowded 
are now greatly relieved, and there is ample room for new 
books. 


The Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts showed fine community 
spirit in the holiday season by decorating the interior of the 
library. With holly sprays, green boughs, a Christmas tree

and a nativity scene, the true Christmas spirit was reflected 
within. 


The meetings of the Massachusetts Library Club, Cape 
Cod Library Club, and a Literary Luncheon in Boston, were 
attended and enjoyed by the Librarian during the year.

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Report of West Falmouth Library 


January 17, 1944. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The year of 1943 has been a year of growth in usefulness 
to the West Falmouth community. During that time ninety- 
five new reader cards were issued which was a great advance 
over last year and the year before. Of these, forty were new 
summer patrons, thirty-seven new army people, and the rest 
heretofore unregistered village readers. The circulation also 
was considerably higher than in the two previous years and 
this in spite of cutting down the library hours for five months, 
because of oil shortage. The circulation has been 3,821 books 
and magazines. The largest output for one day was 110 vol- 
umes, on July 23rd, and a like number returned. On three 
other days the numbers were nearly as large. 


One hundred and forty-nine books were added to the 
shelves, of which sixty-three were gifts and eighty-three were 
purchased. Several books have been given by the Self Start- 
ers’ Club of West Falmouth, and several by Mr. and Mrs. 
Arthur Fiske, devoted friends of the library. Other friends, in- 
cluding a family of interested young summer readers from 
Falmouth Cliffs, presented the remaining gifts. A new month- 
ly periodical, Natural History, has been given to the library, 
and is greatly appreciated. 
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A few additional books were sent to Boston for the Victory 
Book Campaign when its work was being completed. Some 
books have been given elsewhere, and a number discarded, 
their usefulness outlived and worn out. 


We have been fortunate in borrowing from the Library 
Division of the Department of Education at the State House, 
a number of excellent modern books of non-fiction. 


The library has been used as a Red Cross workroom for 
making surgical dressings, throughout the year. Its facilities 
for this work are greatly appreciated.

Report of Public Welfare Department 


The Board of Public Welfare has expended $31,192.14 for 
General Relief during the year 1943. This amount compares 
with an expenditure of $63,102.68 in 1940 which was the peak 
year. We had an unexpended balance on December 31, 1943 
in the General Relief Department of $11,867.86 and a balance 
in the Department of Aid to Dependent Children of $2,087.59, 
making a total of $13,955.45 which has been added to the ac- 
count of Surplus Revenue. Each case has been vigilantly in- 
vestigated, which has resulted in the lowest number of cases 
being on our relief roll in many years. We have endeavored 
to treat the deserving cases with compassion, so that the in- 
tent and purpose of General Relief would be carried out 
humanely and justly. 


The Department takes small credit for this substantial 
reduction in the amount expended, recognizing that oppor- 
tunities for full employment have been unprecedented, dur- 
ing the past year. However, it is a source of considerable sat- 
isfaction to learn that when such favorable conditions exist, 
it is possible to reduce relief expenditures by a sum of 
$31,910.54 from peak expenditures, and it should cause each 
citizen to give serious thought in sponsoring constructive pro- 
jects, which will undoubtedly be necessary in the Post-War 
Era to stimulate full employment. 


We have twenty-four families receiving assistance under 
Aid to Dependent Children. One of the outstanding respon- 
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sibilities of the department is to maintain at a high level the 
physical health of the persons being aided under this branch 
of relief. 


Diseases of the throat, nose, eye, and ear among the 
young children are carefully treated with the aim and pur- 
pose of correcting these defects in the early stages, thereby 
preventing physical disability in later life. At regular inter- 
vals the teeth are examined, and proper treatment is author- 
ized by the department. 


The department gratefully acknowledges the assistance 
of the Nursing Association, the School Nurse, and the agent 
of the S. PC. C. 


Miss Alice R. Soares is serving as Clerk and Mr. Jayme 
M. Franco as Investigator for the Board of Public Welfare.

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Report of Water Department 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


We respectfully submit the following report covering the 
operations of the Town Water Works for the year 1943: 


As in the previous year, our work has been principally 
confined to general maintenance and upkeep, practically no 
new construction has been carried out except renewals and 
services to the Armed Forces and Housing Developments. The 
only major improvement to the system was the lining with 
cement of the main leading from Quissett Four Corners via 
the Shore Road to Nobska Light and Woods Hole, which was 
done by an outside contractor under our supervision. The 
number of new services is very small, partly because there 
have been few houses built and principally because of the re- 
strictions imposed on Water Departments by the War Pro- 
duction Board. Several renewals of worn-out services have 
been made in order to maintain adequate services to existing 
property. 


Most of the services supplying the Army and Navy forces 
were in use throughout the year, although the quantity of 
water decreased very largely in the last part of the year due to 
the closing up of the Navy Base at Woods Hole and of the Army 
activities at Washburn Island and the Falmouth Marine Rail- 
way. There was a larger number of vacant properties this 
year than in any previous year, apparently due to many sum- 
mer houses not being opened. 
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ORGANIZATION 

At the Annual Town Meeting in February, Mr. Eugene E. 
C. Swift was re-elected for a three year term. The Board re- 
organized with Mr. Swift, chairman, and Mr. Charles F. 
Holden, secretary. The operating and maintenance staff has 
continued essentially the same as in previous years, namely, 
John C. Moore, Supt., George A. Griffin, Engineer and Regis- 
trar, Miss Lois Robinson, Bookkeeper and Clerk, with Mrs. 
Robert M. Pierson, temporary Office Assistant. In the latter 
part of the year, the increased work of the office called for 
additional help and Mrs. Chester Weeks was added to the 
staff. Mrs. Henrik Henriksen, working under the supervision 
of the Town Treasurer, Mrs. Eunice M. Lawrence, divides her 
time between the work of that office and this department for 
which she acts as Collector of Water Revenue. 


MAINTENANCE 


The total amount of water pumped in 1943 was 327,557,000 
gallons, slightly more than in the year 1942. Both the years 
1942 and 1943 showed a considerable decrease in pumpage from 
1941. There are various reasons for this decrease, chief of 
which are the smaller demand by summer residents, less 
lawn sprinkling, and less water ordinarily wasted during cold 
weather to prevent freezing. In some years it has been neces- 
sary to do considerable flushing of the mains to get rid of 
rusty water. During the past year we have been fairly free 
from that trouble. Most of the lines to Woods Hole are 
cement-lined, which eliminates rusty water, and the treat- 
ment of the water at the station with lime has apparently 
proved very effective. Of course, as previously noted, the vari- 
ous government services have used a large amount of water, 
but apparently not enough more to outweigh the amount for- 
merly wasted. 


The largest single day’s pumpage was 1,686,000 gallons 
on July 21. When this is compared with 3,118,000 gallons in 
the year 1934, before meters were installed generally, it will 
be readily seen that metering the system has saved a very 
large quantity of water.

During the year all hydrants were inspected and oper- 
ated at least once to see if in working order. The usual paint- 
ing has been done and some repairs made. Two hydrants 
were broken off by automobiles and two were damaged slight- 
ly by contact with cars. 


All main gates were inspected and operated. A few breaks 
occurred in the mains, but in general these were repaired 
without serious inconveniences to the public. One break in 
Teaticket resulted from the blowing out of a plugged branch. 
This resulted in a fairly large loss of water and undermining 
the road. It also necessitated shutting off water from the 
eastern section of town for about 5 hours. All Standpipes 
were taken off the line at various times and thoroughly 
cleaned. 


METERS 

We now have about 3,000 meters in active service and ap- 
proximately % of them are not used through the winter. The 
proper care of these to prevent damage from freezing has 
been a somewhat serious problem, as many of them were not 
iccated in cellars or other places protected from frost. As far 
as possible we are gradually installing meter pits, but dur- 
ing last winter there was considerable damage resulting from 
frozen meters. All of these facts made it necessary for us to 
adopt a new policy in regard to allowing persons other than 
Water Department employees to handle meters. We there- 
fore informed all the plumbers and other persons who take 
care of summer property, that in order to work on any of the 
meters or appliances belonging to the department, they must 
secure a license, which carried with it the obligation to re- 
turn the meter to the shop when taken out and to make a 
report of all work done. We have received hearty cooperation 
in this new arrangement except for a few minor instances. 
A meter is a fairly delicate instrument and is the same to us 
as a cash register, so we feel that we should look out for the 
Town’s interest by requiring that proper care be taken of 
them. This new arrangement has required some little rear- 
rangement of our shop facilities, as we now have several hun- 
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dred meters to store and repair during the winter, but on the 
whole it is a much more satisfactory arrangement than before, 
because we know whether a meter is in running order or not 
and we can always get a final reading which was not possible 
when meters were left in houses. 


WATER TREATMENT 


The water from Long Pond has been treated as before by 
adding small amounts of milk of lime to prevent corrosion of 
the iron water mains. It is also treated by the chloramine 
process, which sterilizes as well as helping to prevent tuber- 
culation. The amount of chlorine added is very minute, as 
at present operated, the effect of the chlorine is entirely dis- 
sipated before it reaches most of the water takers. However, 
the dosing plant is flexible enough so that the percentage can 
be increased to meet any unusual need. 


PIPE CLEANING 


In the early spring about nine miles of mains were 
cleaned by the National Water Main Cleaning Co. This work 
included the line from the old State Road at Rand’s Four 
Corners past Noyes’ Garage and along County Road to the 
harbor, Chester Street and the line running easterly from the 
Old State Road to and cross the railroad track as far as the 
new State Highway. This completed the whole North Fal- 
mouth and Megansett section, part of which was done in 
1942. All the pipe from the State Highway to and through the 
various roads of New Silver Beach was also cleaned for the 
first time since it was installed in 1926. 


FINANCIAL 


Although our total receipts for 1943 amounting to 
$78,518.91 were somewhat larger than in the previous year, a 
considerable part of the increase was due to the various Gov- 
ernment services supplied. This latter was about $8,000, most 
of which we do not expect in 1944 because of the closing of 
the Navy Base at Woods Hole and other war activities. 
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Our “Accounts Receivable” was reduced $5,407.19 during 
the year and this further increased the year’s revenue. There 
was approximately $1,100 of advance minimum charges abat- 
ed on account of vacant houses but, of course, this does not 
represent the whole revenue that we would have obtained 
from these houses. It is safe to say that these vacancies ac- 
count for $2,000 in lost revenue. We expect that a portion 
will be made up by the Housing Development on Scranton 
Avenue. In round figures about $65,000 is estimated as water 
revenue for 1944 after deducting the ten percent discount 
which the majority of people are taking advantage of. This 
total amount is about equal to our average yearly expenditure 
for maintenance and cleaning and lining mains, so it is ap- 
parent that we are now operating on a meter rate which is 
about right for our present needs. The minimum charge for 
most services after discount is now $12.60 a year or $1.06 a 
month. This rate allows 30,000 gallons a year or about 84 gal- 
lons per day. 


It is believed that the larger consumer should have a 
slightly lower rate for large quantities because the overhead 
charges are largely taken care of by the minimum charge, so 
we have in mind a change which will make the 20 cent and 
15 cent rate applicable sooner. 


We now have a fairly large surplus due to our not being 
able to do much in the way of improvements for the last two 
or three years. The cost of the necessary improvements which 
we have in mind will be more than our present surplus, so 
that if our revenue for the next three or four years does ex- 
ceed our annual needs, the difference will help furnish the 
necessary funds for construction. 


Due to the financial condition of the department and the 
probability that no extensive improvements could be carried 
out at present, it was felt that a discount on water charges 
could be. made at least for the present. Consequently, it was 
voted to give a 10% discount for payment of our bills within 
60 days. At first this discount was allowed only if the bill 
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showed no previous balance. It was later decided, however, to 
allow the discount on current and advanced charges, provided 
the total amount, including “previous Balance” was paid with- 
in the time limit. Apparently this discount has met with ap- 
proval, because it is noted that many old accounts have been 
cleaned up and new ones are much oftener paid within the 
time limit for discount. As a further step towards cleaning 
up the old accounts, the Lien Law has been used more exten- 
sively, that is, while accounts had been allowed to run for a 
year before resorting to liens, now we give notice of placing 
a lien on all accounts overdue more than two quarterly peri- 
ods. As a further means of collecting some of these accounts, 
we resorted to turning off the water, after due notice, in a 
few instances where other means had not proved effective. 
In no case did this work any undue hardship and it was found 
very satisfactory where used. 


PROPOSED IMPROVEMENTS: 

The most urgent need at present is for a reinforcement 
of the supply to East Falmouth and Waquoit. This subject has 
been discussed in previous reports, but due to the restrictions 
imposed by the War Production Board, nothing much could 
be done. Towards the last of the year it came to our notice 
that the Government was about to discontinue its emergency 
pumping station and well-field near the Fresh Pond Road. We 
have had in mind for some time the possibility of incorpor- 
ating this layout in our system and if satisfactory arrange- 
ments with the Government and land owners can be made, we 
believe we should acquire this and make use of it, either as 
an emergency supply or an auxiliary supply. 


Parts of this system, comprising 8” water mains along the 
State Highway from the Pumping Station, easterly to the 
Ovington property, can be made use of at once, because we 
have, as part of our program, a project for extending a loop 
line from the 6” pipe at the Fresh Pond Road, easterly along 
the State Highway to a junction with the Seapit line at Childs 
River. 
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Early in the year we received a report from our consulting 
engineers, Metcalf and Eddy, covering the proposed improve- 
ments in the eastern part of town. The immediate work pro- 
posed, was the construction of larger mains from the Antlers’ 
property, easterly to Waquoit, these to be part of final im- 
provements, which would include a new elevated stand-pipe 
and some means of filling it, either by a booster station or an 
independent well field. With the possibility of our getting 
possession of the Army’s discontinued plant, some revision of 
our plans may have to be made. Further study is being given 
to this matter in the hopes that we will be able to start con- 
struction in the spring. 


Another needed improvement which we have provided for 
jin our budget, is the loop line connection from the Moors along 
the beach to the Oyster Pond Road. Certain improvements in 
the system are needed in West Falmouth, either to lay a new 
line from the State Highway south of Landers’ Garage, east- 
erly across the Railroad Track and then northerly to Nasha- 
wena Street and up to the beginning of the present 8” line 
on the Shore Road, to eventually provide a second line to Sil- 
ver Beach and North Falmouth, or there could be a cross- 
connection between the main on the State Road and the line 
on Nashawena Street at the end of the Harbor, where there is 
a public right-of-way known as the Cord Wood Landing Road 
at this point.

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REPORT OF CHIEF ENGINEER 


January 10, 1944. 


To the Board of Water Commissioners: 


Gentlemen: 
I herewith submit my report for the year 1943. 


The pumping for the past year has been about the same 
as 1942 in regard to the hours run and the amount of water 
pumped. It was necessary to run nights only on two occa- 
sions during the summer months. 


Long Pond is about 5 inches higher than at this time 
last year, but is still low. 


Engine Room 


The Worthington steam pump has been in operation ev- 
ery day the past year, with only minor repairs necessary. An 
average of 363.3 gallons of water per pound of coal has been 
obtained from this pump. 


The Sterling gas engines have been run frequently while 
making repairs to the other unit and to keep them in condi- 
tion in case they should be needed. 


The Worthington pump and both gas engines have been 
painted, also the foundation, and floor around them. 


Boiler Room 


The boilers and their appliances are in good condition. 
The brickwork in both furnaces has been renewed during the 
year, also some piping and fittings replaced. 


The walls of this room have been repainted, and a new 
door on the coal pocket. 
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Living Rooms 


The repairs to this part of the plant, include papering one 
room and painting several floors, also a coat of asphalt paint 
on one section of roof. Following are the records of water 
pumped in 1948.

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Report of Aviation Committee 


January 12, 1944. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


The Aviation Committee with the two advisory members, 
John P. Sylvia Jr. and Guy A. Ham Jr., continued the exist- 
ing arrangement with the Civil Air Patrol for their use of the 
Falmouth Municipal Airport until October 3, 1943, when the 
Committee received a written notice from the Civil Air Patrol 
that they were liquidating the base as of October 4, 1943, 
which left the airport under the control of the Aviation Com- 
mittee. 


The Committee have suggested to one of the larger gov- 
ernment departments that the airport is available to them, 
who in turn have made several checks-ups on the airport and 
have expressed their interest to the Committee subject to 
their making certain agreements with another government 
department. 


If any use of the airport by the government can be made, 
the Committee feels that part or all of the rent and other ex- 
pense can be absorbed by them, which would relieve the Town 
that much. 


The Town is a tenant at will of the Coonamessett Ranch 
Company at a rental of $50 per month at the present time, 
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and although the airport cannot be used for civilian use now, 
the Committee feels the Town should keep the airport under 
control for the future. 


The Committee has an unexpended balance of $129.54 af- 
ter all bills are paid to February 1, 1944, and asks for an ap- 
propriation this year of $700, which will make available the 
sum of $829.54 to pay the rental of $600 and leaving a small 
balance for mowing and rolling the field and other expenses.

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Report of the Planning Board 


January 27, 1944. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


There have been few matters which specifically required 
action by the Planning Board during the past year, and as 
for several years past due to the depression and the war 
emergency it has not been considered advisable to suggest 
changes that would require expenditures by the Town. 


The Planning Board, while recognizing the value of the 
zoning by-law, realizes that local growth and changes in gen- 
eral economic conditions may well render a careful study of 
the Zoning By-Laws desirable to the end that the same may 
be adjusted to meet such changes wherever practicable. 


A review of past activities of the Planning Board in Fal- 
mouth will indicate that its work has been conducted with 
strict economy which has generally resulted in turning back 
to the Town a substantial part of its appropriations and the 
Board’s financial requests in recent years have been extreme- 
ly modest. 


In past years it was customary to appropriate from $800 
to $1000 for the use of the Board and while such appropria- 
tions are not required during the present emergency, the 


oe eee 
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Board cannot function effectively for the best interests of the 
Town on appropriations as limited as those of recent years. 


The Planning Board should be in a position to have pre- 
pared plans for local improvements and to seek expert advice 
when considered desirable. The Zoning Map of the Town 
should be brought up to date; also there should be a reprint 
of the Zoning By-Laws, the supply of which has been ex- 
hausted and both the maps and copies of the By-Laws should 
be available to the citizens of the Town at all times.

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Report of Claims and Suits 


January 27, 1944. 


Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Dear Sirs: 


My report with reference to the claims and suits disposed 
cf by the Law Department during the year 1943 and of those 
still pending is herewith submitted. 


There were far more trials and hearings and far more 
cases disposed of in 1943 than during any year in which I 
have served as attorney for the Town. There were complete 
trials of the case of Whittemore vs. the Board of Appeals and 
the following cases before the Appellate Tax Board:—A. M. 
Straw et al, Trs. (Minot property); Edward F. Creekmore; 
Warbasse Association, Inc.; Barbara Prosser Gifford, Admx. 
(Prosser property); Elizabeth Wallace McGarrah (two cases) ; 
Jennie C. Fassett; Clarence M. Cobb; also argument before the 
Full Bench of the Supreme Court of the exceptions in the 
case of Whittemore vs. Building Inspector of Falmouth. 
About fifteen other cases were settled or voluntarily with- 
drawn. 


A list of the cases disposed of in 1943 and those now pend- 
ing is as follows, viz:— 
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A. CASES DISPOSED OF IN 1943: 


1. Annie R. Whittemore vs. Building Inspector of the Town 
of Falmouth—Barnstable Superior Court #3633. 


This was the case brought in 1942 in which the plaintiff 
challenged the validity of the action of the Town whereby 
the Town voted to change the Cahoon ice plant property 
from a single residence district to a light industrial district. 
The Auditor had found in favor of the Town; Judge Brown of 
the Barnstable Superior Court had then reversed the finding 
of the Auditor and found in favor of the plaintiff. The case 
was then brought before the Full Bench of the Supreme 
Court on exceptions claimed by the Town. Arguments were 
heard there on January 5, 1943. On February 23, 1943 the Full 
Bench of the Supreme Court in its decision upheld Judge 
Brown and held that the action of the Town in changing the 
Cahoon icehouse property from a single residence district to 
a light industrial district was invalid. 


Following that decision there were negotiations in which 
a financial adjustment of the controversy was sought through 
the method of having Samuel T. Cahoon purchase from Annie 
R. Whittemore the lot South of the icehouse and a lot across 
the street from the icehouse. The amount demanded by the 
petitioner at that time was substantial. These negotiations 
terminated. The attorney for the petitioner filed a motion to 
have the court issue a writ of mandamus ordering the Build- 
ing Inspector to prevent the use of the Cahoon property for 
the manufacturing of artificial ice. Various attempts were 
thereupon made by me to prevent the issuance of the writ of 
mandamus such as filing a motion for a continuance at least 
until after the summer season. This motion was substantiated 
by an extensive affidavit of facts showing the impossibility 
of procuring sufficient ice in Falmouth during the 1943 sum- 
mer season if the Cahoon ice plant was shut down, showing 
the rather disastrous result which would follow the issuance 
of such a writ of mandamus. Petitioner’s counsel insisted 
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nevertheless on proceeding with his motion that the writ of 
mandamus be issued; hearings were held in Boston before 
Judge Dillon of the Superior Court, who refused to allow the 
motion for continuance and ordered the writ of mandamus 
to issue. The order for the writ of mandamus was broader 
than the pleadings in the case warranted and exceptions 
thereto were filed by me. A motion was thereupon made by 
the petitioner that the writ of mandamus issue regardless of 
such exceptions. Thus it appears that the petitioner, not- 
withstanding the fact that the summer season was then here, 
notwithstanding the fact that the various war services such 
as the Naval Base at Woods Hole, the Coast Guard, the vari- 
ous post exchange and officers supplies at Camp Edwards as 
well as the resident families of those in the service, and the 
citizens of Falmouth would thereby be deprived of ice during 
the 1943 season, insisted on proceeding to procure a writ of 
mandamus to shut off the one available source of ice located 
in Falmouth. Petitioner succeeded in procuring the writ of 
mandamus, had it promptly served both on the Building In- 
spector and on Mr. Cahoon and thereby stopped the manu- 
facture and delivery of ice from the Cahoon artificial ice 
plant. 


Board of Appeals Proceedings 


In 1937 an amendment to the Falmouth Zoning By-Law 
had been voted whereby an icehouse was defined to constitute 
not only one for a natural ice business but also one for an arti- 
ficial ice plant. The Town of Falmouth Zoning By-Law per- 
mitted certain exceptions to be made by the Board of Appeals 
in a single residence district. One of these exceptions was for 
an ice house. Acting under these provisions of the Falmouth 
Zoning By-Law a petition was filed by Samuel T. Cahoon with 
the Board of Appeals that such an exception be granted in 
this instance in his favor so that he be allowed to manufac- 
ture ice in his ice house at Sippewissett. At a hearing held 
before the Board of Appeals on June 18, 1943 evidence was 
presented of the necessity of keeping the Cahoon ice plant in 
cperation. The Board of Appeals unanimously decided to 
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grant the exception. A formal decision with reasons therefor 
was carefully drafted and entered as of June 23, 1943 and a 
permit thereupon was given to Mr. Cahoon to continue the 
manufacture of artificial ice in his icehouse as an exception 
in a single residence district. é 


Annie R. Whittemore vs. William E. English et als 
as Board of Appeals, Barnstable Superior 
Court, #4048 Equity 


Annie R. Whittemore through her counsel filed an appeal 
in the Barnstable Superior Court which, in accordance with 
statutory provisions, was by a Bill in Equity and was brought 
against William E. English, Charles R. Stowers and J. Edward 
Nickerson as the Falmouth Board of Appeals. Also she brought 
petitions that these three members of the Board of Appeals 
together with Harold C. Randall, Building Inspector, and 
Samuel T. Cahoon all be adjudged in contempt. A motion 
was made by counsel for Annie R. Whittemore to have her 
appeal heard in Boston. This attempt was successfully op- 
posed and Judge Brogna of the Superior Court at Boston on 
August 30th after hearing arguments assigned the case as 
ihe first of the Jury Waived cases to be heard at the October 
sitting at Barnstable. 


This appeal case of Annie R. Whittemore vs. the Board 
cf Appeals including also the contempt petitions were fully 
tried at Barnstable before Judge Forte on October 25, 26 and 
27. Petitioner’s case as presented by her counsel consisted of 
cceumentary evidence, such as the decision of the Board of 
Appeals, copies of the Zoning By-Laws, photographs, plans; 
her counsel had summoned as a witness Lawrence Antonellis 
of Falmouth and attempved to show by him that Falmouth 
could readily obtain ice through the Milton Ice Co., a proposi- 
tion which Judge Forte quickly ruled an inapplicable. Her 
counsel also called as a witness Chairman William E. English 
of the Board of Appeals but was unable to obtain any evi- 
cence from him of a favorable opportunity, which was availed 
cf, for the Town’s side to bring out through cross-examina- 
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tion of Mr. English many important points such as to the 
need and necessity of a place to produce artificial ice in Fal- 
mouth for the benefit of the public and his opinion as to its 
effect on the surrounding properties, etc. 


On behalf of the Board of Appeals there had been thor- 
ough preparation and the best evidence possible was present- 
ed. Witnesess who testified on behalf of the Town were as 
follows:—Elmer Hale of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. Co., Forris 
Norris, James M. Pafford, William W. Peters, Robert T. Fowler, 
Charles L. Swift, Milford Lawrence, Albert E. Landers, Sidney 
W. Lawrence, Building Inspector Harold C. Randall, Samuel 
T. Cahoon and George A. Griffin, C. E. Six of these witnesses 
testified as expert witnesses. There were also if needed 
Charles R. Stowers and J. Edward Nickerson of the Board of 
Appeals. Sherman L. Chase of Metcalf & Eddy had been pre- 
pared and was available on call. The testimony of the Town’s 
experts was directed principally to two material facts, first 
that in their opinion the maintenance of the artificial ice 
plant on this particular lot of land would substantially serve 
the public convenience and welfare and, second that such an 
exception would tend to improve the status of the neighbor- 
hood. The matter of the contempt petition against Mr. Ca- 
hoon was looked after by his counsel, Noah M. Gediman, Esq. 


Following the presentation of the evidence a view of the 
ice plant and its surroundings was taken by Judge Forte ac- 
companied by counsel. After the view the concluding argu- 
ments were made at Barnstable. Judge Forte rendered an im- 
mediate oral decision from the Bench. He found the two es- 
sential facts, namely, that public welfare and convenience 
were substantially served by the ice manufacturing plant at 
this location and that the exception permitting it tended to 
improve the status of the neighborhood and he made the 
further general finding that the Board of Appeals acted prop- 
erly and within its authority in granting the use as an excep- 
tion in a single residence district'of the Cahoon property for 
making artificial ice. At the same time he dismissed the con- 
tempt petition against Samuel T. Cahoon. 
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On November 4th a formal decree which had been pre- 
pared by me was entered at Boston by Judge Forte which de- 
cree confirmed the action of the Board of Appeals. On 
November 24th, the last day on which it could be done, a 
claim of appeal was filed by counsel for Annie R. Whittemore 
in the Barnstable Superior Court. Nothing further was done 
by the petitioner other than a further attempt to have Samuel 
T. Cahoon purchese a couple of Mrs. Whittemore’s lots as an 
inducement to waive the claim of appeal. Inquiry made by 
me at the time showed that the Whittemore counsel had not 
even ordered the Court Reporter to transcribe the testimony 
given at the trial. Such a transcript is necessary for a valid 
appeal. It was rather obvious that this claim of appeal was 
filed as an effort to obtain some financial concession. The 
Board of Appeals and myself on behalf of the Town refused to 
even consider having the Town make any financial conces- 
sions. Likewise we refused to attend a conference which was 
called by one who appeared to be the emissary of petitioner’s 
counsel. After all of these various Court cases brought by the 
petitioner since 1935, the Town having finally prevailed by 
what appeared to be a conclusive decision, there appeared to 
us to be no reason for our attending any such conference. 
Mr. Cahoon and his counsel, however, saw fit to acquire from 
Annie R. Whittemore a couple of lots across the street by pay- 
ing a moderate amount therefor and to make one of the 
terms of the purchase that petitioner should waive her appeal. 
The appeal in this case was thereupon withdrawn and the two 
contempt petitions which had been brought against the mem- 
bers of the Board of Appeal and against the Building Inspec- 
tor were dismissed on motions presented by me to Judge 
Forte. 


The law pertaining to the use of the Cahoon icehouse 
therefore is that which was established by Judge Forte in his 
decision, namely, that a valid exception had been granted by 
the Board of Appeals and the Cahoon artificial ice plant can 
operate indefinitely as an exception in a single residence dis- 
trict in accordance with the decision of the Board of Appeals. 
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2 & 3. City of Boston vs. Town of Falmouth (two cases) 
(Suffolk Superior Court No. 456854 and No. 377871). 


These cases involved suits brought by the City of Boston 
against the Town of Falmouth arising out of claims for wel- 
fare, old age assistance and Soldiers’ Relief and counter- 
claims by Falmouth against Boston. They were finally ad- 
justed for a satisfactory amount far less than claimed thus 
terminating all of this long-standing cnotroversy between 
Falmouth and Boston. 


4. Wheeler Associates vs. County of Barnstable 
(Barnstable Superior Court No. 4897) 


5. Charles L. Swift vs. County of Barnstable 
(Barnstable Superier Court No. 3898) 


At the time the County of Barnstable laid out the new 
road from Hatchville to the Mashpee Rotary Circle and made 
takings therefor the County ordered the Town of Falmouth 
to pay the damages and costs of the land taken within the 
area of Falmouth. Therefore the defense of these two ac- 
tions and the payment of damages and costs had to be borne 
by Falmouth. When the above cases were reached for trial in 
October 1943 it was found they could be settled for compara- 
tively small amounts. Therefore such settlements were made 
and these cases thus disposed of. 


6. Frank C. Medeiros vs. County of Barnstable. 
(Barnstable Superior Court) 


This was a land damage case involving the taking of con- 
siderable of petitioner’s land in the widening and relocation 
of Sandwich Road by the County of Barnstable. The County 
had ordered Falmouth to pay the damages and costs. A satis- 
factory adjustment was made without trial. 


7. Manuel Rese vs. County of Barnstable. 
(Barnstable Superior Court) 


This was another one of the Sandwich Road land damage 
cases placed upon Falmouth by the County of Barnstable: 
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The claim was for the value of the land taken. The case was 
settled without trial for a moderate price. 


8. Elizabeth Wallace McGarrah, Exctx. vs. Board of Asses- 
sors of Falmouth (two petitions)—Appellate Tax Board 
#18700, #18701) 


In both of these matters the petitioner sought to have 
the 1941 assessed valuations of the McGarrah real estate on 
Penzance Point, Woods Hole, and personal property substan- 
tially reduced. They were heard at Boston before the Appel- 
late Tax Board. In Case #18700 the assessed valuation of the 
real estate was reduced by the Board from $102,255 to $75,000. 
In Case #18701 involving the personal property after the case 
had been heard and briefs filed the case was disposed of by 
a settlement advantageous and satisfactory to the Board of 
ASSeSSOTIS. 


9. Elizabeth Wallace McGarrah vs. Board of Assessors of 
Falmouth—Appellate Tax Board #20710. 


In this case the petitioner sought to have the 1942 as- 
sessed valution of the McGarrah real estate again reduced be- 
low the finding of the Appellate Tax Board that its fair as- 
sessed value in 1941 was $75,000. No change had taken place 
in the property or in the surrundings or circumstances. The 
case was heard on substantially the same evidence that was 
presented only a few months previously concerning its as- 
sessed value in 1941. The Appellate Tax Board nevertheless 
on January 13, 1944 handed down its decision that the as- 
sessed valution of this real estate in 1942 was $55,000. 


This is an amazing decision, namely, that without any 
change the same identical property could be found as of a 
fair cash value on January 1941 of $75,000, and on January 1, 
1942 as of a fair cash value of $55,000. Either the Appellate 
Tax Board was wrong in its decision about the 1941 valuation 
or it is wrong in its decision about the 1942 valuation. Obvi- 
ously this Board does not even stand by its own decisions 
from one year to another. 
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10. A. M. Straw et al, Trs. (Minot) vs. Board of Assessors of 
Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board, four cases, #40310, 
#40311, #40312, #40313) 


These four cases all involved the Minot or Olney proper- 
ty located on Beach Road and Mill Road in Falmouth. They 
had all been tried together in December 1942. Decisions were 
handed down in May 1943. In Case #40310 the assessed valu- 
ation of $25,000 was reduced to $18,500; Case #40311 the as- 
sessed valuation of $3300 reduced to $2500; Case #40312 the 
assessed valuation of $3225 was reduced to $2000. 


11. Edward F. Creekmore vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board #18695) 


This was a petition to reduce the assessed valuation of the 
Creekmore property located on Chappaquoit Island, West Fal- 
mouth. The case was heard on January 11, 1943. The deci- 
sion was rendered in May 1943. By this decision the assessed 
valuation of $20,000 was reduced to $15,000. 


12. Robert Corcoran vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
5 (Appellate Tax Board #18696). 


This petition in which petitioner sought a reduction in 


the assessed valuation of his property was withdrawn by peti- ae 


ioner without trial on January 13, 1943. 


13. Wilbur M. Merrill vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board #46847) 


This petition brought for the purpose of reducing the 
assessed valuation of petitioner’s property was withdrawn 
without trial on October 13, 1943. 


14. N. E. Trust Co. (Samuel G. Davis) vs. Board of Assessors 
of Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board #46927) 
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15. N. E. Trust Co. (Dr. James H. Means( vs. Board of Asses- 
sors of Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board #47411) 


Both of these cases consisted of petitions brought to re- 
duce the assessed valuation of the properties involved, the 
first of which was at West Falmouth and the second on the 
Sound Shore at Woods Hole. When the cases were first 
reached for trial petitioners were not ready to proceed and 
procured a short continuance. Before the date to which these 
cases were continued, petitioner withdrew both petitions 
without trial. 


16. Clara McCurdy (Boardman) vs. Board of Assessors of 
Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board #47985) 


This was a petition seeking to reduce the assessed valu- 
ation of. petitioner’s extensive property. A sale took place 
while the petition was pending. The petitioner being satis- 
fied with a slight adjustment in the assessed value such an 
adjustment was made and the case withdrawn without trial. 


17. Barbara Prosser Gifford, Admx. vs. Board of Assessors 
(Appellate Tax Board #20056). 


Petitioner sought to reduce the 1942 assessed valuation of 
$106,550 contending that the property should have been val- 
ued at less than one-half of that amount. The property in- 
volved in the extensive Prosser Estate on Penzance Point, 
Wocds Hole. A view was taken on September 28, 1943 and the 
case heard before Commissioners Nelson and Welch at Fal- 
mouth on November 2, 1943. On January 13, 1944 the Appel- 
late Tax Board handed down its decision to the effect that 
the fair cash value of this Prosser property in 1942 was 
$65,000. 


18. Jennie C. Fassett Estate vs. Board of Assessors of Fal- 
mouth (Appellate Tax Board #X47550) 


The Fassett Estate is located on the Buzzards Bay water- 
front in West Falmouth. The main residence had been torn 
down. In 1942 the assessed valuation of this property was 


oh ses a eee 
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$57,500. A view was taken on September 28, 1943 and the case 
heard before Commissioners Nelson and Welch on September 
30, 1943. The decision of the Appellate Tax Board rendered 
on January 13, 1944 was that the fair cash value of this prop- 
erty in 1942 was $35,000. 


19. Warbasse Asscciaticn, Ine. vs. Board of Assessors of 
Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board #19,999). 


The property involved in this case was the extensive War- 
basse property located on Penzance Point including the resi- 
dence and other buildings thereon. It was assessed in 1942 
at $100,000. Petitioner sought to have it reduced far below 
that valuation. A view was taken by Commissioners Nelson 
and Walch and the case was heard in November 1943. In its 
Cecision handed Gown by the Appellate Tax Board on Janu- 
ary 13, 1944 they found that the fair vash value in 1942 was 
$60,000. This reduction in value was made notwithstanding 
the fact that evidence was introduced that there had 
been a sale made out of this property of approximately two 
acres of land in 1943 for $9000 and another sale of approxim- 
ately one-half acre for $2500. More recently a third sale has 
taken place of the so-called Gate House out of the same prop- 
erty. The prices obtained in these sales would seem to be the 
best evidence of values of this Warbasse Association proper- 
ty. Using them as a basis the decision of the Appellate Tax 
Board is certainly worthy of criticism as setting the valua- 
tion much lower than the prices of the recent sales. 


20. Clarence M. Cobb vs. Beard of Assessors of Falmouth 

(Appellate Tax Board #47904) 

Petitioner claimed that his property on the Buzzards Bay 
shore at North Falmouth which was assessed in 1942 at 
$26,850 should be substantially reduced, i. e., to $15,000. A view 
was taken on November 2, 1943 by Commissioners Nelson and 
Welch and the case was heard at Boston on November 10, 
1943 before Commissioners Finnegan and Nelson. The deci- 
sion rendered January 13, 1944 was in favor of the Board of 
Assessors of Falmouth and no change in this assessed valu- 
ation was made.

21. United States of America vs. Town of Falmouth 


Notwithstanding the fact that the Town had voted to vol- 
untarily grant the land for the U. S. O. propery in Falmouth 
to the United States of America, had prepared a properly 
executed deed and had procured the tentative approval of the 
Land Court thereto, the authorities representing the Govern- 
ment brought condemnation proceedings in the U.S. District 
Court for the same identical property. This proceeding was 
disposed of in December 1943 by a Stipulation resulting in dis- 
posing of this condemnation proceedings for the nominal sum 
of $1.00. 


B. PENDING CASES: 


1. Jeanette Horvitz vs. Town of Falmouth (Bristol County 
Superior Court) 


This plaintiff claims to have suffered several personal in- 
juries by falling into an opening just outside the building oc- 
cupied by Filene’s on the Queen’s Buy Way. She brought three 
suits to recover for her personal injuries, and medical ex- 
penses, one against the owners, a second against the Lessees 
and the third against the Town. The Town’s evidence appears 
to be conclusive that there is no liability on the part of the 
Town. The case is still pending, however, on the Bristol 
County Jury List. 


2. Mary A. Merrill vs. Town of Falmouth (Barnstable 
County Superior Court) 


This is a petition for assessment of land damages on the 
relocation of Nashawena Street in West Falmouth. This re- 
location had been made some years ago but had never been 
legally and properly effective so that when a new and valid 
relocation was made it afforded the opportunity for abutters 
to bring petitions. Counsel has stated, however, that in this 
instance the petitioner will be satisfied if the Town will dis- 
continue that portion of land outside its layout abutting her 
premises which portion is not required for public use in view 
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of the new layout. The case, however, is still pending on the 
Barnstable Jury Trial List though it is expected to be adjust- 
ed by agreement. 


3. F. V. Lawrence vs. Town of Falmouth (Barnstable 
County Superior Court). 


This is a petition brought for assessment of damages for 
land and slope rights taken in the relocation of the Menau- 
hant Road as required for the purposes of the bridge on 
Menauhant Road which was constructed there after the for- 
mer bridge had been destroyed by the hurricane-fiood of 1938. 
This case is pending on the Barnstable J ury Trial List. 


C. TAX TITLE CASES: 


Of the seven new petitions for tax title foreclosure filed 
in the Land Court in December 1943, two were withdrawn be- 
cause the parties paid the taxes and redeemed them, three of 
the remaining were disposed of by foreclosure decrees vest- 
ing the ownership in the Town and two remain undisposed of 
because of technicalities. 

In December 1943 five new petitions for tax title fore- 
closures were filed in the Land Court and are in process of 
disposition there. 


CONCLUSION: 


While the year 1943 has been the most active year of liti- 
gation for the Town of Falmouth nevertheless so many cases 
were actually tried or adjusted and disposed of that the num- 
ber of pending cases is comparatively small.

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Report of the Falmouth Town Forest 
Committee for 1943 


Due to a serious shortage of labor and of war conditions 
practically no work has been done in the town forests this 
past season. 


That Falmouth has been farsighted and fortunate in the 
establishment and maintenance of their forest up to this time 
is very apparent. The area, once a wild scrub woodland, with 
little value on it, has been transformed from this condition, 
to one where thousands and thousands of young forest trees 
are now growing, and which with continued care will some 
day give to the town a beautiful and productive forest. Dur- 
ing the depression years the forest served to utilize much of 
the surplus labor in the town; again as much of the planting 
and clearing has been done on the watershed of the Town’s 
water supply; this has more than paid for its maintenance 
as a protection to that water supply. 


Many towns throughout the country looking ahead to the 
post-war period and with the idea of establishing suitable 
memorials to the men who went to this war, have in mind 
permanent and usable memorials either in the form of 
buildings or parks. 

Your committee would like to suggest to the town that 
as we have this large area adjacent to the town, that it be 
carefully considered as our memorial to the men of Falmouth 
who have served in any way in this war. 


The forest area offers great possibilities for this use, for 
it is large enough to include any and all of the features em- 
bodied in a large park; such as roads, walks, playgrounds, pic- 
nic areas, horseback trails, athletic field, and places for the 
preservation of our wild flowers, trees, and plants. The main- 
tenance of such a park would give work to many of the re- 
turned soldiers, and might prove a very definite advantage 
in relieving a labor situation which could become serious 
when the army is demobilized.

Town Forest Committee 
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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


The following have been adopted as standing votes of the 
Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings. 


Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented 
to the moderator in writing. 


Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of any sum 
of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at which 
it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move such 
reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the pas- 
Sage of such vote and also the time when the notice of re- 
consideration is given. ee 


ARTICLE II. Annual Town Report 
Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 


(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and commit- 
tees having the control or expenditure of the town’s money, 
including a list of all indebtedness against their departments, 
which does not appear in their financial statement. 


(b) A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrant and the action of the 
meeting thereon. 


(c) Reports or abstracts of reports, of all special com- 
mittees made at any meetings held during the year, together 
with any action taken at said meetings, including: committee 
appointments and resolutions passed. 
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(d) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in 
force covering town meetings or relating to the town busi- 
ness. 


ARTICLE III. Selectmen. 


Section 1. The selectmen shall have a general oversight 
of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards or 
not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the bet- 
ter conduct of the department, board or committee, and if 
such recommendations are not heeded, they shall make a re- 
cord of the same in the annual town report, that the town 
may take such action as seems best. 


Section 2. The Selectmen shall appoint suitable persons 
to the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire 
wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and com- 
mittees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if re- 
quired by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of 
selectmen the estimated amount of coal required for the use 
of their respective departments or committees for one year. 
The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, 
advertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The 
contractor for coal shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory 
to the selectmen (Said bonds to be not less than one quarter 
of the total contract) for the faithful performance of his con- 
tract. 


Section 4. The selectmen shall include in their annual 
report to the town: 


(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the 
past year and recommendations of the selectmen for future 
requirements. 
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(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all 
suits to which the town is a party, together with a full ex- 
planation of the circumstances and the standing of each case 
at the time of the report. 


(c) A report of all streets laid out.or constructed during 
the year, the length and width, cost of construction and 
amount of land damages in each instance. 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 


ARTICLE IV. Water Commissioners 


Section 1. The water commissioners are authorized 
and directed to make minor extensions of water mains when, 
in their judgment, such action would be for the interest of 
the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the 
funds in their hands, provided that not more than four thous- 
and dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extension in any one 
year. 


ARTICLE V. Highway Surveyor. 


Section 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to 
award contracts for building new roads. 


ARTICLE VI. Transportation. 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth 
shall receive any compensation for transportation within the’ 
limits of the town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid 
or unpaid, is called upon to go to any point outside the town 
of Falmouth on official business connected with the duties of 
his office, he shall be entitled to receive pay on the following 
basis: If he travels by rail or by water, he shall be allowed the 
amount of his fare; if he travels by motor vehicle, he shall be 
allowed at the rate of five (5) cents per mile of travel. 
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Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automo- 
bile or truck any laborers employed by any department of 
the Town, (a) the expense incurred shall be charged in as 
“transportation of labor”; (b) all charges for transportation 
of labor shall be made on the basis of so much per hour or 
per day for the actual time consumed by the conveyance in 
transporting the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of 
labor shall be charged against the appropriation for that par- 
ticular work on which the transported laborers are employed. 


Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town 
and carrying one or more laborers whose work is connected 
directly with the operation of the truck, or any apparatus or 
materials carried by the truck, shall be charged under “truck- 
ing” at so much per hour or day, and shall not be entitled to 
any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE VII. General 


Section 1. At any town meeting when special com- 
mittees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed nam- 
ing the compensation of the committee and also a sum of 
money for expenses of such committee, otherwise the select- 
men shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either services 
or expenses. 


Section 2. All departments are authorized and empow- 
ered to consult counsel at any time in connection with their 
duties. 


Section 3. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of 
the tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on 
orders countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 


Section 4. Any persons indebted to the town for poll 
taxes or otherwise shall have such debt deducted before pay- 
ment by the treasurer from any sum due him from the town 
for work on roads or for any other service performed. 
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Section 5. On all town work, for the performance of 
which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference 
always going to citizens, when other conditions of the situ- 
ation are equal. 


Section 6. All bids for advertised contracts of the town 
Shall be returnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time 
and shall be publicly opened and read by one of the select- 
men at that time. 
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By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth 


The following constitute the by-laws of the Town of Fal- 
mouth, duly approved, (except the Zoning By-Law which is 
printed in a separate booklet.) 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five 
for the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected an- 
nually. They shall serve without compensation. The moder- 
ator shall at each meeting appoint a committee of three to 
retire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance 
committee. 


Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said com- 
mitee may consider such questions with reference to the 
conduct of the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and 
may consult with any and all officers, boards, and committees 
of the town with reference to matters under their supervi- 
sion; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant 
for any annual or special meeting, called during their tenure 
of office, and shall make a report of their doings and recom- 
mendations to the town. 
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Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money 
unless authorized by vote of the town. 


Sect. 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the 
town. 


(Originally approved by the Attorney General, April 8, 
1911.) (Approved as amended by the Attorney General, March 
10, 1916). 


TRAFFIC BY-LAWS. 


Sect. 2. No persons having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lic street shall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer, or traffic 
officer. 


Sect. 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regulations 
there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each offense. 


(Approved by the Attorney General April 9, 1925). 


Sect. 4. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the inter- 
section of any street, nor within ten feet of a corner or post 
hydrant or within twenty feet of the entrance of any fire 
station. 


Sec. 5. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a 
vehicle of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle 
as far as possible to his right hand side of the street and keep 
said vehicle stationary until such apparatus shall have passed 
a distance of three hundred feet beyond. 


Sect. 6. No vehicle shall approach closer than three hun- 
dred feet of a piece of fire apparatus if traveling in the same 
direction. 
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Sect. 7. No driver of any vehicle shall park, drive or leave 
a vehicle unattended within three hundred feet of a fire; or 
fire lines, if established by the fire or police departments. 


Sect. 8. In case of fire, the fire department, their officers 
and members with their machines and equipment shall have 
the right of way in all public streets and ways of the town as 
against all other persons, and no person shall. hinder or ob- 
struct them in free passage therein, nor drive over any hose 
lines belonging to the department with any vehicle of any de- 
scription, or remove, injure or in any manner disturb the 
members thereof, their machines, hose or equipment when 
stationed or laid at a fire, except under the sole direction of 
the officer in command of the Fire Department. 


Sect. 9. Any persons violating any of the provisions of 
these by-laws or regulations shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars. 


Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to be 
present at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers 
of the Police Department, for such duty to enforce the above 
regulations. 


(Approved by the Attorney General Sept. 17, 1928). 


PLANNING BOARD BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS 


Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in 
each year to serve for the term of three years. 


Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled 
until the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of 
selectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy shall be 
filled by election for the unexpired term. 
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Sect. 3. The duties of such board shall be such as are 
stated in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to 
consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at 
the request of other officials of the town or upon its own ini- 
tiative. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may 
also hold public meetings. It shall at all times have access 
to all public documents or information in the possession of 
any town official or department. It shall examine the plans 
for the exterior of any public building, monument or similar 
feature, and for the development and treatment of the 
grounds about the same before the adoption thereof, and may 
make such recommendations thereon as it may deem need- 
ful. It may make investigations and studies relative to new 
street and park developments. It may provide for public lec- 
tures and other educational work in connection with its re- 
commendations. Said board may incur expenses necessary to 
the carrying on of its work within the amount of its annual 
appropriations. 


Sect 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinu- 
ing or changing the limits of any street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion at 
least two weeks in advance of action by the board of select- 
men. 


Sect. 5. Such boards shall make a report to the town an- 
nually, giving information regarding the conditions of the 
town and any plans or proposals for the development of the 
town and estimates of the cost thereof, Such report shall be 
sent to the selectmen not later than such time in January in 
each year as selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed 
by law in force relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be 
filed with the Massachusetts department of public welfare. 

(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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BY-LAW AS TO GUARANTEE OF WATER MAIN 
EXTENSIONS 


All future extensions of the water mains, except such as 
in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to 
improve the system shall be under a guarantee of not less 
than nine percent annual income unless the town shall decide 
otherwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS 


Section 1. Chimneys. 


Par. 1. All chimneys hereafter built in any building, used 
for habitation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built 
of brick or other incombustible material, constructed from the 
ground up and not supported or hung in any way by wood or 
other combustible material. 


Par. 2. All chimney shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, 
unless the chimney walls are 8 inches or more in thickness 
and shall be carried up to at least 1 ft. above the highest point 
of the roof. 


Par. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through 
any wooden partition without a safety thimble of fire-proof 
material, the thickness of the partition. 


Section 2. Fire Stops. 


Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for 
public assembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the 
material composed of some incombustible material, set with 
mortar in the folowing manner: 


(a) IN BRICK OR STONE BUILDINGS: the space be- 
tween the furring on the walls and between the studding of 
all partitions shall be filled solid and flush to a height of 1 
inch above the floor partition in each story. The space be- 
tween such partitions of all floor joists as rest on partition 
heads shall also be filled to the same width as the studding 
above. 


(b) IN WOODEN BUILDINGS: the spaces between the 
studs of bearing partitions in the 1st story, between the studs 
of each exterior wall in the 1st story as carry the end of floor 
joists, shall severally be stopped by solid filling up to at least 
the level of the finished floor; also all the spaces between the 
floor joists directly above a bearing partition in whatever 
story constructed, shall be severally filled with such solid fill- 
ing, in all cases, so as to effectively check any draft from one 
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story, to another or from the horizontal spaces between the 
floor joists to the vertical spaces in the walls and partitions. 


(c) IN ALL BUILDINGS: the spaces between the strings 
of stairs and joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire 
stopped to prevent the passage of air. 


(d) THE SPACES AROUND CHIMNEYS OR OTHER 
FLUES: and other flues inside of studdings or furring, making 
an air duct, are to be thoroughly fire stopped with suitable 
incombustible material. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or 
other small buildings, not used for habitation, or which may 
be maintained during the course of the erection of a perman- 
ent structure. 


Section 6. Notification of Intent to Build, etc. 


Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure; or for any 
alteration or reconstruction, except ordinary repairs; the 
owner or builder shall notify the Building Inspector of the 
intent to build, reconstruct or alter. ' 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden buildings 
not to be used for the purpose of habitation, business or pub- 
lic assembly and not more than 10 ft. in length or breadth 
and 7 ft. in height. 


Section 7. Penalty. 


Par. 1. Whoever performs or causes to be performed any 
work or construction in violation of this By-Law or any part 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 for 
each violation. 


Section 8. Authority of the Building Inspector. 


Par. 1. The Building Inspector, in the name of the town, 
may take such measures as the public safety requires, to car- 
ry this By-Law into effect.

BY-LAWS AS TO TOWN MEETINGS AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS 


BY-LAW AS TO NOTICES OF TOWN MEETINGS 

Notice of every Town Meeting shall be given by posting 
‘a copy of the warrant therefor in every postoffice in the 
Town, at least seven days before the time appointed for such 
meeting. Such further notice of any Town Meetings may be 
given as the Selectmen deem proper. 

(Approved by the Attorney General, November 3, 1939.) 


ARTICLE 1. Town Meetings. 


Sect. 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the 
first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February. 


Sect. 2. The selectmen shall cause to be published in the 
local newspaper at least seven days before any special town 
meetings the recommendations and estimates of all commit- 
tees (except the finance committee) relating to the expendi- - 
ture of money, upon which action is to be taken. 


Sect. 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in 
which they appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appro- 
priations shall be grouped together in the warrant and those 
articles referred from previous town meetings shall take an 
early place in the warrant. 


Section 4. 


(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for reg- 
istered voters, all others to use the gallery or seats on the 
platform. 


(b) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a “yea 
and nay” vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall 
be taken. 


(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which 
they appear in the warrant.

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BY-LAW AS TO JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS. 


Sect. 1. Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand arti- 
cles in this town shall be licensed. 


Sect. 2. Every collector of junk, old metals and second- 
hand articles in this town shall be licensed:

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REGULATIONS GOVERNING HAWKERS AND PEDLERS OF 
MEATS, BUTTER, CHEESE, FISH, AND FRESH 
FRUIT OR VEGETABLES 


Section 1. No person, unless duly licensed by the Director 
of Standards of the Commonwealth, shall go from place to 
place in this. town selling or bartering, or carrying or expos- 
ing for sale or barter, any meats, butter, cheese, fish, or fresh 
fruit or vegetables, in or from any cart, wagon or other vehi- 
cle, or in any other manner, without a license therefor from 
the Board of Selectmen provided, however, that this section 
shall not apply to any person who sells only fruits or vege- 
tables obtained by his own labor or the labor of his family. 


Sect. 2. The Board of Selectmen shall have authority to 
grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intention to become, 
a citizen of the United States. Said licenses, unless sooner 
revoked by the Board of Selectmen, shall expire on the thir- 
tieth day of April after the granting thereof, and each person 
so licensed shall pay therefor a fee of $5.00. 


Sect. 3. Every hawker and pedler licensed by the Board 
of Selectmen shall be assigned a number and shall be provided 
by the Town Clerk with a badge which shall be conspicuously 
worn by him. No person shall be assigned a badge or number 
until he presents a certificate from the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures stating that all weighing and measuring devices in- 
tended to be used by such person have been duly inspected 
and sealed as required by law. Whoever neglects to wear such 
badge, or wears it without authority, shall be punished by the 
penalty provided in section 6 of these regulations. 


Sect. 4. No person hawking, peddling or carrying or ex- 
posing any articles for sale shall cry his wares to the disturb- 
ance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
or otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean and do not leak. 
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Sect. 5. Any license granted under these regulations or 
any regulation amendatory or additional thereto may be re- 
voked by the Selectmen. 


Sect. 6. Whoever violates any provision of these regula- 
tions shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dol- 
lars for each offense. 


Sect. 7. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a li- 
censee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number 
plate, to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing 
the number and date of expiration of such license. 


Sect.’8. No persons shall be registered or assigned a badge 
or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of 
his registration. 


Sect. 7. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 


Sect. 10. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the same.) 


Sect. 11. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offense. 


Sect. 12. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. ;

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BY-LAW AS TO TOWN CONTRACTS 


On all contracts for labor, materials, supplies, equipment, 
merchandise or other articles wherein the amount involved is 
$500 or more, the Board, Department, Committee or Officials 
of the Town in charge of the expenditure of such money shall 
be required to submit the awarding of the same to public bid 
and no expenditure shall. be permitted of $500 or in excess 
thereof unless the same shall have been awarded upon public 
bid. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, March 31, 1941). 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING HOURS OF DUTY FOR FIREMEN 


1. Each regularly employed fireman shall be entitled, 
without loss of pay, to twenty-four hours’ leave from duty 
during each seventy-two (72) consecutive hours. 


2. The arrangement and designation of twenty-four 
hours’ leave from duty as aforesaid shall be on the par- 
ticular or specific hours designated by the Board of Fire En- 
gineers arranged so that the efficiency of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall not be lessened thereby. 


3. Notwithstanding the foregoing provision as to twenty- 
four hours’ leave from duty out of every seventy-two (72) 
the regularly employed firemen of the town shall be subject 
to immediate recall to duty at any time on emergency signal 
of the Chief or Acting Chief of the Fire Department. 


(Approved by the Attorney General on Feb. 21, 1934).
